It so happens that Vishinsky’s 
heart chose the month of No- 
vember, and its 37th anniversary 
of Lenin’s successful capture of 
the Kerensky government and 
the revolution made by the more 
moderate man, to cease its beat- 
ing. 

It had been a powerful heart. 

It was he who presided as a 
relentless, merciless prosecutor 
for Stalin in the notorious 
‘‘purge’”’ trials in the 1930’s. 

Those trials, we now know, 
were one long orgy of murder. 
Millions of men and wome®, 
were slain to allay the feverish 
fear and suspicion of Stalin, bent 
on consolidating his power. 

Vishinsky was his prosecutor. 
He raged and mocked, abused 
and: terrorized, as the living 
dead came and confessed, or 
defied them, as a few did, and 
were sent away to death. 

More cruel than Ivan.the Ter- 
rible, Stalin was more cynical. 
These two, at least, were forth- 
right. Stalin enslaved millions in 
the name of freedom and lib- 
erty; he sent millions to their 
death in the name of progress 
for the state. And Vishinsky was

Wesberry Report 


Is Common Sense 


- The report prepared by Chairman 
James P. Wesberry of the Georgia Lit- 
erature Commission for the governor and 
the Legislature is a splendid document. 
It makes sense in every detail. Georgians 
are grateful for the intelligent approach 
to the problem of obscene literature. 


Dr. Wesberry is right that the prob- 
lem is one for parents and law enforce- 
ment officers. Local communities must do 
their own policing. Public opinion must 
force officials to stay alert and to en- 
force laws that are adequate—if they 
are enforced. 


There has been no argument that a 
problem does exist. It is nationwide, not 
confined to states and communities. It 
is true that publishers of scurrilous ma- 
terials and comic books and some pulp 
magazines have disseminated literature 
that is not in the public interest. 

In a democratic government, how- 
ever, control must be by democratic proc- 
esses. We all know the danger of censor- 
ship boards. The potential threat to press 


freedom, to freedom of speech and 
thought is inconsistent with American 
ideals. 


The functioning of the law is not. 
Neither is the force of public opinion. 
An advisory commission without enforce- 
ment authority is in line with traditional 
functioning of our form of government. 
There is a constant need for such advice. 

Dr. Wesberry is right, too, in putting 
the burden upon publishers to take the 
lead in policing themselves. The offenses 
against good taste and public morality 
bring on the demand for censorship. Pub- 
lishers who permit such a condition in 
the industry are respomsible for attitudes 
that permit censorship pressures to arise. 
Already some publishers have organized 
and hired a “czar” to police their pub- 
lications. 


Distributors, newsstands, bookstores 
and all others connected with publishing 
and distribution must now do their share 
to help police the industry. Newspapers, 
civic clubs, church groups and all others 
have a duty to create a public opinion 
climate that will not tolerate the harmful. 


Dr. Wesberry and his group have been 
criticized, not as individuals nor for what 
they have accomplished, but because of 
distaste for the idea of censorship. Their 
objectives have been worthy and they 
have worked quietly. 


The Wesberry report answers the 
strongest criticisms about the group it- 
self. The commission is asking the public 
and law enforcement officials to take 
over the job. In a free society, that is the 
way it should be done. It must be done. 
Distribution of filthy, 
ture must end.

Keep the Expressway 


Clean and Uncluttered 


The Board of Aldermen is confronted 
with the problem of land use along the 
south leg of the expressway. 

Some think the roadside land should 
be zoned for business. Others think not. 
A proposed zoning law would recognize 
existing businesses along the expressway, 
but would not allow new concerns to build 
along the road. 


Inasmuch as an expressway is for ex- 
press traffic, it seems reasonable that the 
fewer the number of entrances and exits, 
the safer and speedier the route. Each 
new motel, each new drive in restaurant, 
each service station that would be built 
if zoning were relaxed, would add that 
much to the hazards of driving. 


Atlanta’s expressway system has one 
basic purpose. That is to speed the flow 
of traffic and therby cure the city’s hard- 
ening arteries. Anything that slows 
expressway traffic, or makes driving it 
more dangerous, helps defeat the express- 
way’s purpose.

Another Radar Net Will 
Give Us Extra Security 


Washington has announced the ap- 
proval of plans for a great chain of radar 
stations to be strung across the northern 
reaches of Alaska and Canada. 

The system will be built at an esti- 
mated cost of $1,000,000,000. It will give 
the people of the North American conti- 


nent ‘the first warning of enemy planes 


approaching over the polar ice cap. 

This new defense measure will allow 
millions of civilians a few extra hours to 
disperse or hole up, or attempt whatever 
defensive doctrine is in vogue at the 
moment. Our military forces also will 
have that much more time to get ready 
for action. 

The chain is the third warning net- 
work that will intervene between the 
_ United States and northern European and 

Asian antagonists. There is a radar net-

other line of warning devices across cen- 


tral Canada. In addition our eastern and 


‘western flanks are protected by sea and 


air warning systems off the coasts. 


The next war, when it comes, will 
come swiftly afd terribly. The new planes 
are faster and the new weapons of de- 
struction more horrible than anything 
ever before contemplated by man. Natu- 
ral obstacles such as seas and mountain 
ranges are barriers no longer, and the 
earth has shrunk so that there is no dis- 
tant enemy. 


If history is any guide thie United 
States will not be the aggressor. As usual, 
we will let the enemy strike the first 
blow, a sporting philosophy that could be 
fatal. The next time, however, we will 
not be as unprepared or as blind to the 
approach of the enemy as we were at 
Pearl Harbor.

Vishinsky Had Blood 
Of Millions on Hands 


Andrei Y. Vishinsky is dead of a heart 
attack. He was one of the last survivors 
of the terrible group, centered around 
Stalin, that clamped the Iron Curtain 
around Russia and later around millions 
of Russia’s neighbors. 

In the two echelons of the Soviet 
government for three decades, Vishinsky 
is well known to the American people. 
His frequent “nyets” to any proposal to 
achieve a peaceful. settlement of East- 
West problems have not endeared him to 
the free world. But his skill in diplomacy 
did make him a respected foe. 

There will be few in Russia, either, 
who will mourn the passing of the man 
who handled the purge trials of the thir- 
ties that cemented Stalin’s absolute pow- 
er. No one will ever know how many 
murders were committed on his orders. He 
was one of the few of Stalin’s followers 
who survived the purges themselves. 

There’s no way of telling how much of 
a policy-making role Vishinsky held in 
the government of Stalin or in that of 
his successor, Malenkov. There’s no way 
of knowing whether his passing will con- 
tribute to a more reasonable attitude by 


the Soviet government. His successor 
could be worse. 

Vishinsky, himself, will have few 
mourners. His passing from the scene 


might contribute to an easing of East- 
West tensions, but there’s no reason to be 
hopeful. He was one of the last of the old 
Bolsheviks.

When Postmaster General Summerfield amended the postal regu- 
lations a little more than a year ago to permit bulk mailing, at third-

he really started a nuisance, 

his action piled an additional 363,700,000 pieces 
of third-class mail on the backs of the nation’s carriers. 


With justice 


the carriers complain that they're peddling handbills that used to be 
delivered door to door by boys and old men. 


The amended order is driving the 
Post Office department further 
into the red. Postal officials con- 
cede that they lose money on junk 
mail, as on all third-class mail, 
even though the loss is smaller~be- 
cause the junk doesn’t have to be 
sorted. Third-class mail is deliv- 
ered at a cost to the sender of 19 
cents for each eight ounces. 


But most important, what effect 
is the clutter having on important 
mail? Here are two examples of 
current “‘service:”’ 

An air mail letter mailed in 
New York took five days to reach 
its Milwaukee destination. And in 
this case no carrier delivery was 
involved. The letter was picked up 
at a Milwaukee post office box. 

A magazine mailed second-class 
in New York took 15 days to be 
delivered here. Surely a magazine 
is more important than a batch of 
coupons or some cheap blurb. 

Some householders are so irked 

at the clutter that, like one Mil- 
waukeean who wrote The Journal, 
they want to know what to do about 
it. 
' There are several courses of ac- 
tion. First, you can write your Con- 
gressman asking him to support 
legislation at the next session re- 
quiring all mail to carry at least 
the specific street address. (Some 
official mail, such as your water 
bill, may be addressed to ‘‘owner 
or occupant” at your ,address. It 
would be costly if specific names 
as well as addresses had to be car- 
ried on such mail.) 


Second, you can gather up all the | 


junk mail, mark each piece ‘“‘re- 
fused’? and return it to your car- 
rier or drop it in the corner col- 
lection box. It will go back to the 
post office for consignment :to 
waste or to be returned to the 
sender if return postage is guaran- 
teed. 

Third, it might not hurt to drop 
Postmaster General Summerfield 
a personal note asking him to 
amend his order on the ground 
that it’s filling your mailbox with 
trash. 

As an “occupant, residential 
patron,” etc., ete., you may be 
nameless, but you aren't powerless 
in helping to abate this monstrous 
nuisance,

Asks Boost 


In Reserve 


There is no quick road to mili- 
tary strength and national se- 
curity, Marine Corps Maj. Gen. 
Joseph C. Burger declared Mon- 
day in Atlanta. 

Gen. Burger, here for a con- 
ference of inspector - instructors 
and recruiting personnel, urged 
preparation through a strong re- 
serve force. 


“It is impossible to maintaiy 
the forces we would need in case 
of an enemy attack, so we must 
have a strong reserve program,” 
the veteran of 30 years in the 
Marine Corps said. 


ATOMIC WARFARE 


Gen. Burger said many persons 
are thinking only in terms of 
atomic warfare, but ‘“‘the foot 
soldier has an important place 
even in this atomic age.” 

The visitor emphasized that no 
branch of service wants war, but 
‘“‘we must be prepared through a 
strong reserve program.”’ 

Gen. Burger and Col John F. 
Hough, in charge of Southeastern 
area recruiting, renewed a life- 
long friendship when the general 
arrived here Monday.

Few overweights ever decide 
to diet when the stomach is 
empty.

Georgia retailers must have been a happy lot when they 
tallied up their August receipts of $304,379,769 to find them more 
than 3.5 per cent- head of the $294 million taken in during the 
same month last year.

That’s because Georgia’s retail sales in September soared to 


$318,423,872, more than. 5.7 per cent over the nearly $301 million 
volume of September, 1953. : 


And with these two months—often regarded as two of any 
year’s worst—setting such records, it hardly jseems likely that 
business in the final quarter of 1954 could be anything but terrific. 

_ Commenting on its retail sales report, which is based on 
official sales tax figures provided by the state, the Georgia State 
Chamber of Commerce declared: 

“Georgia's record economy, bolstered by the energetic de- 
velopments in industry, agriculture and tourism, provides a 
promising outlook for the states future.” 

September sales in Metropolitan Atlanta (Fulton, Cobb and 
DeKalb Counties) topped the year-ago level by more than 6 
per cent, and would have risen even higher except for a 45 per 
cent decline in Cobb County (from $11.3 million a year ago to 
$6.3 million last September), caused by Lockheed payment of 
cumulative taxes in that month last year. 


Fulton County sales, on the other hand, climbed from about 
$74 million in September a year ago to more than $83.7 million 
two months ago. 

DeKalb County retail volume gained nearly $900,000 to reach 
$8.8 million this past September. 

One of the most sizeable increases in the state—both in per- 
centage and in amount—was registered in Floyd County (Rome), 
which has become the home of several new industrial giants in 
the past year. 

Citizens there spent more than $19.6 million in retail stores 
during September, compared with less than $6.4 million in the 
same 1953 month—a startling climb of more than 200 per cent. 

Such a record leaves little doubt concerning the value and 
importance of industrial expansion on Georgia’s economy.

Rexford A., 35, is a bond 


salesman. But women clients 
disturb him. 
He began, “I have met a 


great many women of various 
ages who are employed on good 
salaries or else have inherited 
money. I have sold them a 
great deal of stocks and bonds. 

“TI try to advise cystomers as 
wisely as possibly in their pur- 
chases. It is to my advantage, 
for if they are dissatisfied, they 
not only fail to continue buying 
from he but can easily queer 
me with their friends. 

‘‘Despite best judgment, how- 
ever, some stocks and bonds 
have turned out less valuable 
then they were several years 
ago. 

‘“‘Now I have observed that 
women are poorer losers than 
men. They howl more when 
their money is gone. Dr. Crane, 
don’t you think women as a 
class are poorer losers?”’ 


FEEL RESPONSIBLE 

Women tend to feel respon- 
sible to their husbands for the 
wise disbursement of the family 
funds, even when their hus- 
bands give them free rein. 

In short, owing to their some- 
what more sheltered life in past 
geenrations, women have had 
less opportunity to earn and 
spend their own money without 
being held accountable to par- 
ents or husbands. Even today 
they are somewhat dependent. 

It is partly’ because. of this 
lack of financial independence 
that they feel unusually upset 
when they lose or fail to get a 
bargain. On the other hand, 
their great pleasure in bargain 
day sales is not alone the sav- 
ing of money. They can go 
home to their husband and 
show what wise spenders they 
have been. They want his ap- 
proval., 

GOOD SPORTSMANSHIP 

Good sportsmanship is not an 
inherited trait. It is simply a 
habit, and it develops from fre- 
quent engagements in sports. 
Unfortunateiy, until recent 
years women did not engage in 
group games, such as baseball, 
although males played on teams 
from early boyhood. 

Women thus tend to be less 


“team’’ players than men, and 


80 they often show less sports- 


manship. The fault is probably 
not theirs but the environment 


in which they grew up. 


Nowadays women are gain- 
ing a better sense of good sports- 
manship because they are play- 
ing basketball, tennis, baseball, 


etc. 
Instead of reacting with the 


child’s desire to ‘‘grand stand’’ 
or show off, and instead of ex- 
pecting unusual favors from 
those ‘around her, the modern 
woman is gaining a sense of 
fair play and is learning to 
take her medicine, so to speak, 
without. whimpefing when her 


stocks go down. '

FOUNDED IN 1908 


In the United States it employs 
more than 475,000 people. More- 
over, they are producing, assembl- 
ing, manufacturing, designing or 
engineering some _ product for 
every form of _ transportation— 
land, sea and air. 


History of this industrial success 
dates back to Sept. 16, 1908, when 
the late William C. Durant ar- 
ranged for the filing of incorpora- 
tion papers in New Jersey for a 
General Motors Co. 


Early or charter members of the 
infant GM cluster were Buick, 
Cldsmobile, Cadillac, Oakland 
(now Pontiac), Cartercar and El- 
more, together with Reliance and 
Rapid trucks. 

The Oakland Motor Car Division 
irtroduced Pontiac in 1926, discon- 
tinued production of Oaklands in 
1931 and was changed in name to 
Pontiac Motor Division in 1932. 


The other major automotive di- 
vision, Chevrolet, joined the group 
ic 1918. It was destined to become 
the world’s greatest auto producer, 


DEFENSIVE MANEUVER 


In a sense, the 1908 formation of 
GM was a defensive maneuver. 
Motorcar firms were appearing 
virtually everywhere, but through- 
out the industry obituary notices 
were aS common as birth an- 
nouncements. 

In this low survival period GM’s 
founders believed that the various 
GM units had a better chance to 
survive as a group than standing 
alone. 

Likewise, GM’s early organizers 
visualized the need for dependable 
suppliers, reliable specialized 
partsmakers to sustain the main 
assembly lines. They had 
scrambled in an open market to 
pick up what parts they could, re- 
gardiess of their fitness or design 
for automotive use. 

Another factor they considered 
was the idea of diversifying prod- 
uct base, extending GM’s business 
into nonautomotive lines. 

Thus, the Jackson-Church-Wilcox 
Co. became an affiliate in 1910. 
This unit now operates as the Sag- 
inaw Steering Gear Division. At 
the same time the Champion Ig- 
nition Co. joined GM and later be- 
came AC Spark Plug Division. 


GROWTH CONTINUES 


In 1918 United Motors became 
part of GM. This was a miniature 
GM of the parts and accessories 
business, closely related to auto- 
mobiles. It included Dayton Engi- 
neering Laboratories (Delco), 
Remy Electric, Klaxon, Harrison 
Radiator, Jaxon Steel Products.

ONE ELEMENT 

While outstanding in its concep- 
tion and impact, this display was 
actually just one element of a 
sustained program. Over the 
years, with greatly stepped-up 
emphasis recently, GM has spon- 
sored a broad variety of projects. 
They have been concerned with 
everything from highway mod- 
ernization to high school driver 
training. 

Methods employed have ranged 
from essay contests to research 
grants. 


Several years ago, a special 
staff section was set up to main- 
tain close liaison with highway 
and safety authorities and to help 
develop the corporation's own ac- 
tivities in this field. 


GM’s traffic improvement pro- 
gram operates on two fronts. One 
is participation in industry-wide 
undertakings. The other is spon- 
sorship of independent projects. 
FINANCIAL SUPPORT 

Typical of industry-wide proj- 
ects to which GM is a major con- 
tributor is financial support of 
leading national agencies work- 
ing on traffic problems. These 
include the Automotive Safety 
Foundation, National Highway 
Users Conference and Inter-In- 
dustry Highway Safety Commit- 
tee. 

General Motors executives par- 
ticipate extensively in the work 
of the policy-making groups of 
these national organizations. They 
also devote much time to other 
cooperative national programs. 

A notable example is Curtice’s 
position as chairman of the Pres- 
ident’s Action ‘Committee for 
Traffic Safety. 

COLLEGE PROGRAM 

GM’s role in national activities 
is supplemented by strong back- 
ing for various programs at the 
state and community levels. Typi- 
cal are its support of the Traffic 
Safety Association of Detroit and 
of the driver education program 
at Michigan State College. 


In the field of independent proj- 
ects,- major emphasis is placed 
on public information programs. 
Some of these concern good driv- 
ing practices; others are designed 
to stimulate broader public un- 
derstanding and support of sound 
action by public officials. 


Several films and booklets on 
good driving produced by GM 
have reached millions of people. 
A special series of driver train- 
ing films produced in co-operation 
with educators is now being used 
in more than 2,000 high schools. 
Two films have been issued in a 
new series designed for women 
drivers. 

ESSAY CONTEST 

Best known of GM’s postwar 
projects in support of sound high- 
way development was its $194,000 
better highways essay contest, in 
which Robert Moses won first 
prize of $25,000 from a field of 
44,000 contestants. 


The good roads theme has also 
been emphasized by two recent 
films which have been given 
broad distribution. 


Typical of the range of GM’s 
activities is its sponsorship of the 
continuing farm safety program 
of the 4-H Ciub, in which strong 
emphasis is placed on highway 
safety. 


Such programs as these are 
supplemented by the active par- 
ticipation of GM executives and 
technicians in the work of many 
national committees concerned 
with such varied matters as uni- 
form traffic iaws, driver charac- 
teristics, traffic control tech- 
niques and highway finance. 
DRIVER TRAINING 

Supplementing the activities of 
the corporation itself are those 
undertaken separately by its auto- 
motive divisions. These include 
provision of cars, in co-operation 
with GM dealers, for high school 
driver training, use of advertis- 
ing facilities for safety messages, 
production of films and many 
others. 

In addition, many GM plants 
throughout the country are active 
supporters of local highway and 
safety programs. 

GM car and truck dealers have 
also been encouraged and assist- 

ed to make effective contribu- 
tions to traffic improvement in 
' their own states and communities.
